discontinuous parts. The aseismic structure differs from 
the conventional one 

in that shearing deformation is utilized and the seismic 
structure for the 

general building is used, and the lead-fixing method is 
simplified, and also 

practicability such as performance, econimical efficiency, 
and serviceability 

is enhanced. Yield strength and yield displacement can be 
arbitrarily 

determined to a certain degree, and the energy absorbing 
performance can be 

greatly increased,, and also the other parts are made not to 
be damaged. 

Further, the lead damper is unitized, and the 

serviceability at a site can be 

enhanced. 
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
